INit Quintan BlndinR Himself 
to Holmes' Crimes.

. C'liK A(io, Ang. 1. — Another link in 
the cliain binding C^uiuhiii to the 
Ittged crimPB of H. H. Holiucs was 
forged yesterday by an admission made 
bj Quinlan when questioned by Chief 
of P«liu« Badenooh. He said b» WM 
hired by a man named Alton to go to 
Fort Worth, Tex. At lh« time he was 
enf;a;;cd, he said, he had only one day's 
acquaintance witli Allen, and on the 
followiug day he stai'tod for Fort 
Worth. 

Quiulan had previoasly claimed that 
he had no knowledge of any crimes 
oonunitted by Holmes, although he had 
admitted that in Fort Worth he met 
and knew a man oidled "Maaoot." Now 
that Alton and "Maaoot" are praotioally 
proven to be one and the mmeman, 
QainUn'a contradictory atoriea have 
placed him in a ttiU wone light with 
the police. 

Ihe police were yeaterday informed 
that at the time Hounei waa first sop 
posed to hare left Chioaoo he di^ not 
go any farther away than the stook- 
yai-df, where he opened a teatanrant 
under the name of H. H. Howard. He 
employed a uomber of yonte women aa 
waitresses, and is sain to nave had a 
sew force nearly every day. Among 
tiiem were two girls who came from 
Wisoensin. A few nights after they 
began work the neighborhood was 
startled by female screama ooming from 
the Howard restaoraat. 

BeTeral men run to the boildiug and 
were in time to meet the two girls as 
they run out of the hallway leadnig into 
the house. They were clad only in 
their uigiit ciothe.s, and it wius home 
minutes before tliey could be quiHted 
sufiiciently to tell their story. They 
said they had b<^on sleepiuj^ together 
and had been awakened by a nuui wli') 
gained an cutrancr to their room and 
who liad placed a wet clotli over their 
faces. They thought the cloths had 
iaeu satura.nd wun oliloroforiu. Neigli- 
bors took tne twi> i^nis i:i ;uui cartnl tor 
them, and betuic liie iiolu e liad au op 
portunity oi ane.suuj^ Howard, he dis 
•pi^eurea. 

The jjolice discovered yesterday tlie 
means by whicli thu mark of u woman's 
foot became pnured on tlic m- ide of tha 
vault door. Wiiiie examuuii;,' ilio oil 
under ttio microhi'opo, the expoit got 
some of the oil on lus liand and later 
placed two of ins lingers on an iron 
plate ill tuc lubratory. A shon time 
atterward ho noticed that the murks of 
has hnyers were distinctly visil)lo on 
tlie iron and all eiv>rts to ruh it ott wero 
futile. A t«st for acid in tl. j oil wa-; 
then made but without result, as no 
trace could be found. A finer test on 
this point is to be applied. 

This discovery will clear away a good 
deal of snrniiso on the part oi tlie po- 
lice, as the theory advanced by the 
expert is th&t Holmes got a small qnan- 
tmr of thia oil in a bowl, added mther 
petroleum, ueuziue, gaaoline or even 
common kerosene to it and placed it in 
the vault. A deadly gas would be given 
off immediately, and all Holmes bad to 
do was to lure hia victim into the trap 
and then ahni the do«r. Death would 
aoonresolt. 

The explanation of the footprint on 
the iron of tha door is that one of the 
alleged viotima is her straggles upset 
thehowlof oil ahd plaoed her foot in 
the liqnid. which had ran over the 
loor,.aud then in her atrnntos placed 
her foot against tka door, leaviug the 
t^-tale mark. 

In addition t« the other tests an ef • 
fort will be made to see if tlie vapor 
given olf by the liquids will burn, in or- 
dei' to see if the oil was a part of 
Holme.s' gasmakiug machine. This was 
not done yesterday, tu it was feared 
that the vapor might be highly explo- 
sive, and precautioua to prevent a catas- 
trophe were taken. 

Harry Walker of GreeiisV>er}», Ind., is 
BOW believed by his friends to have 
bfeu a victim of Holmes. Widker, it 
is fcaid, was induced by Holmes to have 
his life insured for $10,0(X) in Holmes' 
favor. He came to t^hioago, and in No- 
vfmber, IH^H, wrote to friends that lie 
wati ai work lor Holmes. Suddenly his 
letter.s cfastnl, but Keax'ch veveidsd no 
trace of him in Ciiicajro.

LOSS OF LUMBER. 



Balfa amuon Dollar*' Worth of Propprty 
Dastroyatf hy Fir*. 

MBVommcit, Mich.. Aug. 1.— The 
most destructive Hre this town has ever 
known started at 8:30 yesterday after- 
noon in a pile of lath in the yard of A. 
Spies. As the bunches of lath burned 
their binders broke, and the bunches 
spreading ojien caused an iuiense .heat 

Th«j hre department was prompiy on 
the {ground, but the Inwiber coiitimious 
to the burning lath h;id cau^Jit lire, and 
although many streams of water weio 
playing on the piles the flames made 
rapid progress, and in something less 
than on Lour the extensive lumber dis- 
trict i>ccupied by the mills of A Spies, 
the Girard Lumber company and the 
Bay Shore Lumber company was all a 
sheet of flames. 

A brisk northerly wind fanned the 
flames and at one time it looked as if 
the whole length of Main street would 
be swept. Besides the excellent home 
department, prompt assistance came 
from Marinette, Green Bay and Osh- 
kosli. 

Conservative estimates place tlie 
amount of lumber burned at aO,000,0()0 
feet, valued at $100,000. Barns, ortice.'- 
aud other bnili'inKS and property de 
Btroyed will easiiy swell the total loss to 
fr)00,000. A. Spies had no insurance, 
but the Bay Shore and Girard compauies 
ire insured up to fonr-lifths of their ac- 
tual value. 

For two or three hours the inhabit- 
mts of Upper Mam street near liut 
burning lou;ility, were in a state border- 
InK on a panic. All the available drays 
ind wivgons of the town were procured 
tu .save hooaehold effecta from destruc-

HANT PEOPLE WERE DROWNED. 

other* Are :«lls*lnB ar.U Haro rrnbnbly

lion of Dollar*. 

Dbnvir, Ang. 1.— A Kews special 
from Socorro. K. M., says: .A^^^reluell- 
dous roaring startled the pcOplo i/f 
Socorro Tuesday afternoon about 4 
o'clock. Shortly after huge waves of 
water i^ame rusliing down the anoyo 
which drains the eastern slope of the 
Magdalene moan(aina, and almost en- 
circle the town. At first it wa.n hoped 
that the flood would be confined to tlie 
lower portion of the city, but koou the 
water came over above the t(jwu and 
three feet of water began to ru^h 
through the principal streets. The 
shrieks of women and children mingled 
with crashing of falling houses and 
dying walls of souls swept into et<«ni:7. 

Tbe water came in waves, each suc- 
ceeding one being apparently higher 
than the others. Poraons uf houses, 
household goods, carriages, stoves and 
farm implements mingled with huge 
bonlders, railroad ties and bridge tim- 
bers, all were borne through the streeto 
by the madly rushing waters. For two 
hours the vrork of deatraotion oontiu- 
ued, the horror being increased by vivid 
lightning, crashing thunder and blind- 
ing rain. 

Gradually the waters subsided, snfli- 
cieutly to allow a partial inspection of 
the destmction. Only two bodies were 
taken from the waters before dark dead, 
a luoiher anil her child. An attempt 
was made to reach the ppojji > living in 
the river bottoms, but darkness and the 
absence of boats prevented success. All 
night long homeless pf^ople were being 
brought iu and cared for. 

yesterda)' morning a .-iOMno of desola- 
tion wa.s pie.-ented. A majority of liie 
business houses have e.sc;»p;*d heavy 
daina;.:e or destruction, but liiuiiiie.is of 
poor people lost everything, being hooie- 
less and without moury and almost 
naked. ]\loro tiian oOlhouses are known 
to have been destroyed, while almost 
every resideiKie in the city is damagi d. 
.Since tiie water has receded many 
ail')L)o hiiusffs iiave fiiilcn m ,ii' i o;li' r.s 
must be abamloiied. Five Ijodics re- 
covi.'i'ed li.ive lieeu ideiit' fied as luei.i- 
bers of tiie iJiirane faiiiiiy. OiUer bod- 
ies are reported to have been seen, but 
owing t'l the treacherous nature of the 
ground liiey can not be reached. 

The desiriictive waters spread over 
the entire city and earned death every- 
where. Many are missing. Auoilicr 
victim has since been added to the deatii 
list, an iniaiit sou uf H. ilaca, hamig 
just d'.cd from tho eQ'ects of the water, 
having been reaoned when almost 
drowned. 

Reports are coming from towna north 
and south of here of heavy losses. For 
12 miles south the destruction of prop,- 
erty was terrible. Farminnises and 
crops were entirely swept away. The 
Suutu Fe track was washed out between 
here and Sou Antonio iu several places. 
The branch rood from this city to Mag 
dalene is practioaUy destroyed for Hi 
miles out, five bridges and several uiiles 
of track being gone. 

A large portion of track on the aonth 
aide of tne city running eaat and west 
woa taken up by angry waters and 
turned north and ponth.

Hundreds t)f farmers have ln-t their 
houses, crops, wagons and .-tocU, and in 
many cases the farms liave beeu ren- 
iered unlit for cultivation. 

Yesterday afterniMm the citizens of 
Hocorro met at the courthou.se aud a re- 
lief committee was appointed. Tho 
commitieo was at once put to work, but 
the demand.s soon out ran the resources, 
as every person had sutfored loss. The 
number of persons thus suddenly forced 
upon charity can not now be estimntod. 

It is now ruining iu the moimtaius 
and great fears are entertained as to the 
iaiety of the city. 

Reports of damage continue to coiw. 
Itia aaid three small towna auuth of 
here wetre totally destroyed. 

LANDSLIDE IN "COLORADO.

Chipi'i.k Cukkk, Colo., Aug. I. - A 
freight train on tho Florence and t'ri)i- 
pie Creek railroad was caught in a laiul- 
slide aud derailed near Adelaide Tuesday 
night. A succession of cloudbursts oc- 
curred at the head of Eight Mile creek, 
about Vi or 15 miles north of Adelaide. 
Bugineer Beu Gove and Fireman 
■Maurice Lyons saw the water coming 
down the creek. Lyons managed to es- 
cape by climbing up the aiae o( the 
moantain. Gove in sapposedfto have 
been drowned. 

Brakeman Dolan ia known to have 
lost hto lite in the water.

LOSS TO THE INS 'JRGcNTS. 

Oenaral Joa* Maria Rotlrlvnaa Killad la a 
ftooant Uitttir. 

Hav.vn.v, Ang. 1.— The insnrjent 
chief, (leiuial .lose M.iri i Il'xirigu 
who was formerly associated with Carlos 
Castillo, has been killed iu an engage- 
ment with a detachment of the ( ivil 
guards at the Venidia plantation, near 
Guautanamo. Identification of the 
slain leader is complete. 

A company of 40 insurgents attacked 
Fort Mijal, which is on the railway be- 
tween Songo and Pompo. Tho garrison 
repelled the attacking party utid com- 
pelled them to retire with their dead 
and vronnded. 

At Catobasar, province of Santa 
Clara,, four instirgents have surrendered 
to the Cuban aatnorities. Two insur- 
gent spies have been captared at Yn- 
muri. 

Insurgents in large fbree attaokeri a 
detachment of 20 soldiers on the Isaix-I 
plantation liear Ghiontanamo. After 
several hours firing, the iusnricents were 
forced to retire, taking with theiu their 
dead and wounded. 

Insurgents seized and destroyed 1. JT) 
logs of hard wood in the river Geviiia. 
province of Puerto Principe. An onler 
prohibiting under penalty of death 'lio 
shipment of lumber of any k nd frum 
the province of Puerto Principe ii.is 
l)een promulgated by the iusurgeiit-i. A 
band of seven insurgents has sur- 
rendered to the authorities at Puerto 
Pnncipe. 

At Cnhaa Headquurtart in }law York. 

Kiw TOBK, Aug. 1.— Cuban head- 
quarters yesterday was mied with an 
excited throng of patriots anxious to 
hear the latest newa from the seat, of 
war. During the afternoon a report 
was received whioh cauied a general 
feeling of gloom. If^Brigadier General 
.lose Maria Rodriguez has beeu killed, 
as reported, and the Sauta Clara expe- 
dition disijerscd, the revolati<mista have 
lustained a great loaa. 

Prominent Cuban leaders, however, 
»sist that dispatchen from Havana are 
not always reliable, aud liur,! they re- 
ceive confirmation of tlie disastrous 
news trom their friends on the island 
they retustt to believe the report. 

A. (iovin, a ('uban patriot, landed 
here yesterday on ilie Colombia t'lom 
Colon. He nad a lar^e amc>uiit ol' 
money with him which he had collt^uted 
for the Cuban cause in South America. 

BOLD ATTtMPT AT ROBBERY. 

One of lha ThlcTm Cnyturail Aftar a De*- 
yarxte Strangle. 

CLBvxLAyD, Aug. 1.— Two men made 
a bold attempt to sob the safe of the 

Bartholomew Brewing company on 
Michigan street yesterday. One oi tlfe 
men engaged the bookkeeper iu conver- 
sation winle the other quietly slipped 
m a re;,i oilice, aud vvli(?n discovered ny 
the bookkeeper was busily at work on 
the sale. 

All alai m w.is immediately raised and 
botli of the tliieves ran down ttiesireot 
witli a crowd beliiiid them j'elliug "stop 
thief." .V policeman soon overto(*k one 
of the men, who drew a revolver, and 
after a short struggle, broke away witii 
apairot handcuft's dangling to one of 
his wrists. The fugitive ran a short 
distance and then turned and deliber- 
ately tired several shots ut the police- 
man, who promptly returned the fire, 
none of tht shots hitting any one. 

The thief again ran and dashed into 
the buildiug occupied by the Shcrwia- 
Williams' company and up several 
flights of stairs. The thief reached the 
fourth, and then be was cornered at a 
window by several of the emoloyes. 
Then a fight took place. The 'fellow 
was desperate. He knocked down sev- 
eral men and threw three out of the 
window. There was a roof of a lower 
building joat below the window, and 
the men falling upon thia, eaoaped in- 
jury. 

A policeman arrived at thia point and 
with a blow of hia flat laid the fellow 
low. The haadooffa were quickly 
snapped int« place and the peUeemen 
then hustled their priaoner to the Cen- 
tral station. He mve the name of 
Joseph Rawaen and aaid he was 28 
years of age. The asooot thief was not 
captured.

Salt L.^ke City, Aug. 1.— A special 
to The Tribune from Market Lake, Ida., 
says: A report which is considered re- 
liable reaches here that the settlers iu 
Swan vallt.'y, to the number tlO families, 
are huddled together near f^'arriaboo. 
frightened by Indians. They have 
sent an urgent appeal for troops to 
protect them. 

A special courier has been sent to 
General Ooppinger and the matter re- 
ferred to him. It is quite proboUe that 
the troops from Fort Donglsss will be 
ordered in via Market Lake. 

There is a story to the effect that 
some stook was fired npon by Indians 
supposed to be Utes, 28 of whom passed 
near Montpelier Tuesday.

Tht Weather OoadttloM Have Bmb 

Favorable the Past Week -Out- 
look HiKhly Eocouragiag. 

The weather of the pRft week was 
generally cool with leM than an average 
inTcfiitHKe of flunshine and an exceoa of 
piecipitation in the greater portion of the 
Ktate. These conditions while not with- 
out some injurious iniiuenees, have upon 
the whole favored agricultural interests, 
and the Keneral tone of correspondents 
reports continues to be cboerfnl and the 
ontlooic for all crops yet unharvested, is 
liiiilily ei^couraKiiig. 

Soiiii" "if the heaviest fiilln of rain ever 
rt'ciinleii in tin; State <!ui'iii>{ the 

week, anil in some im-tanrcs tlicy wei'e 
a( ('nm|ianieil liy violent winds and liail 
winch (laniaued crops to some extent. 
]n other sections some ilainane was in- 
flictpil by washouts occasioned by trc- 
inendoiis down-jioiirs of rain within a | 
brief siuicefil time. Tiiesi- showers were ; 
fairly well ih>triliMicd, lint ajipear to I 
have lieen most frc'iiU'tit and licavit st in 
the Western sections m the State and in 
the ciiunties In irderim; u\iun the Ohio 
liiver. 

S(ime of tlie lieaviest falls repcirted are 
pi'ints in the foliowinj; counties : Fayette, 
Montfiomery, l.incohi, fnion, llaneocit, 
Ohio, Warren, Owsley, Shelby. Critten- 
den, Muiilenbur;.', Carlisle, I}allard,Wash- 
inf{ton, Sjiencer and .letrereon. 'i'iie 
ainonnts of rainfall in these countieH 
ran«e from al)out 2 inclieH to 4.5l inches 
in Jefl'ersoii, ami 4.44 inches in .Spencer. 
While these exceptionally heavy fallsare 
local, probably covering but a limited 
area, tliey are sufficiently widespread to 
indicate the general character of the 
rainfall, and but very few sections of the 
i^tate were without a greater or less 
amount of precipitation during the week. 
I IPieports concerning com are practically 
a repetition of those received last week. 
There is not a single report which dis- 
sents from the general expression of 
opinion that the crop baa not in many 
years been so promising in appearance 
as this season. In some cases the growtfi 
is reported to be too rank, especially 
npon low nroond. 

Manv fields were badly blown down or 
washed out by the high winds and heavy 
rains, but the extent of the damage from 
these causes is very small as compared 
with the entire cro]>. 

The weather conditions were unfavor- 
able to the threshing of wheat and oats. 
Home fields of tlio former and much of 
the latter ^rain was gtill in the shock 
and a considerable proportion was tlior- 
onjihly drenched by the rains, and there 
is much complaint of sprouting this 
week. What is the extent of the damage 
from this cause cannot lie determined 
until later. Kejiorts of indillerent yields 
of wheat continue to be received. The 
oat crop is trenerally reported to be u'ood. 

Tuiiiicid has advanced rapidly under 
the iiitluence of the favorable conditidiis 
of the week, and the majorily of the 
correspondents ii'poi l its condilinn to be 
first class. In some sect ions its ;;rowtli 
is ton rai>id, and in Christian, Trign and 
K'V(;ral adjoininj; counties, it is frenchiiiu 
m the bud. .Some damage has resulted 
from heavy rains washing out crops on 
low Krounds, and other fields were seri- 
ously injured by hail storms. 

Hay cutting was retarded by the rains 
of the week and a considerable amount 
which had been cut was dama^red before 
it could be saved. The reports regard- 
ing the crop range from light to fair. 
Pastures are greatly improved and in 
many localities are reported to be excel- 
lent. The rains have also replenished 
the creeks and springs which in many 
sections of the State had been nearly 
dry for several weeks past. 

(iarden products of all kinds are 
abundant and of fine quality. The pros- 
pects »are for a good yield of late Irish 
potatoes in most localities. 

Late fruits of all kinds promise well, 
especially apples and grapes. In some 
few sections there will be a fair crop of 
peaches, but generally speaking this fruit 
18 inferior in size and <|uality.
